Well-Rounded Acting Career

Tall, debonair, full of easy charm and well-cultivated 
talent, Nigel Patrick has won success in many different 


facets of show-business. 


The British actor, who stars in the suspense drama, 


“Sapphire,” currently at the 
was born in London on May 2nd, 
1918. He first intended to be- 
come an accountant. But figures 
(histrionic) were more interest- 
ing than figures (debit and 
credit), and Patrick made his 
first appearance at the Regent 
Theatre in January 1932, in “The 
Life Machine.” 

For the next seven years Pat- 
rick’s carcer-graph ran along 
orthodox lines. Repertory at 
Birmingham, Northampton and 
Worthing. An Overseas tour in 
Egypt and the Middle East; West 
End success in “Daddy Long 
Legs,” finishing with the two- 
year smash hit, “George and 
Margaret” and “Tony Draws a 
Horse: 

He was firmly’ established 
stage actor when war came. Six 
months before its outbreak he 
had joined the Territorial Army, 
so that at the time of Chamber- 
lain’s historic announcement of 
war (11 a.m. September 3rd, 
1939), he was already on duty. 

To be exact, he was guarding 
Staines Bridge, Middlesex. In 
1940 he was commissioned in the 
King’s Royal Rifle Corps, saw 
active service in Egypt and Italy, 
and rose to the rank of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel before his demobiliza- 
tion in 1946. 

Then he started to rebuild his 
career. He made a notable film 
debut as a scoundrel in “Spring 
in Park Lane,’ won instant ac- 
claim as “Mr. Knowall” in Som- 
erset Maugham’s “Trio.” At the 
same time, he campaigned for 
fellow war veterans who had 
found the “‘come-back” tough. As 
a member of the Repertory Play- 
ers committee, he helped many 
other ex-service actors through
